Exhibit  A — Balance  Sheet  presents  the  financial  position  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  at  the  close  of  business 
December  31,  1955.  We  do  comment  on  specific  items  contained  therein 
as  follows: 


Current  Assets: 

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  were  checked  in  detail  with  bank 
deposits  and  withdrawals.  We  examined  in  detail  cancelled  checks  to 
support  all  disbursements.  The  checking  account  balance  as  at  December 
31,  1955  was  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence.  The  cash  in  office  was 
duly  verified  during  the  course  of  our  examination.  Exhibit  A — Schedule  1 
discloses  the  changes  during  the  year  in  Reserve  Cash  which  is  deposited 
in  sundry  savings  banks.  This  asset  was  supported  by  bank  pass  books 
and  also  verified  by  direct  correspondence. 

The  Association  expended  $8,085  during  the  calendar  year  for  relief 
purposes.  This  compares  with  an  expenditure  during  1954  of  $8,128.45. 
The  Association  will  be  reimbursed  for  this  expenditure  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Charity  Fund. 
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The  total  owed  by  individual  debtors  agreed  with  the  control.  The 
accounts  are  considered  collectible. 

Other  Funds:  $7,604-. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  6,  1956  “Deposit  in  Trust”  certifi- 
cate #568  of  the  Association  for  3^7.17  shares  of  the  Massachusetts  Life 
Fund.  The  value  of  these  shares  as  of  December  31,  1955  was  $12,510.98. 
The  book  value  of  this  asset  is  $7,604. 

Investments:  $386,370.87. 

The  securities  and  income  therefrom  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  a 
separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All  of  the 
underlying  securities  and  savings  banks  pass  books  were  examined  in  the 
presence  of  the  Trustees  on  December  29,  1955  at  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was  traced  to  the  depository  banks. 

Investments  in  Plant:  $540,079.31. 

By  a special  act  of  the  legislature  in  the  year  1880  the  Association  can 
hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter  the  Asso- 
ciation voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building  thereon. 
The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by  two  inde- 
pendent appraisers  and  is  carried  on  the  books  at  that  value.  The  property 
was  assessed  in  1946  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 


Land  (109,840  square  feet) $714,300 

Building 95,700 

Total $810,000 


The  above  values  were  used  as  the  basis  of  the  1955  assessment. 
Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  as  follows :

In  addition  to  the  above  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $20,920.  The 
Association  also  carries  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  Public  Liability 
Insurance.  The  financial  oflficers  are  bonded  in  the  total  amount  of  $35,000. 
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Current  Liabilities: 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  known  liabilities  were  recorded  on 
the  books  of  account  as  at  December  31,  1955. 

Loss:  $10487.73. 

The  loss  from  operations  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1955  is 
reflected  in  detail  in  Exhibit  B. 

We  recommend  that  a charge  to  operations  be  made  each  year  to 
extinguish  the  following  assets:  Furniture  and  Fixtures,  Power  and 
Electric  Plant  and  Incinerator. 

We  hereby  certify  that  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1955  and  the  related  statements  of  Profit  and  Loss 
and  Surplus  correctly  reflect  the  result  of  operations  for  the  period  ended 
on  that  date. 

Our  examination  included  such  normal  audit  procedure  as  we  deemed 
necessary  under  existing  circumstances  and  consistent  with  prior  examina- 
tion in  accordance  with  generally-accepted  accounting  practice.

Investment  Income  received  in  1955  is  presented  in  Exhibit  B.  For 
statistical  purposes  this  is  shown  in  comparative  form. 

Exhibit  C — McLean  Fund  — reflects  the  status  of  this  fund.  To  the 
original  fund  of  $8,000,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  there 
has  been  added  capital  gain  of  $100  and  unexpended  income  of  $2,309.27. 
The  income  is  to  be  used  for  scholarship  payments  for  worthy  sons  of  mem- 
bers or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Associa- 
tion in  any  department  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

Exhibit  D discloses  the  funds  in  charge  of  the  Trustees.  Funds 
unrestricted  as  to  income  are  to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  charitable  work 
of  the  Association  in  accordance  with  the  bylaws  of  the  Association.  The 
Charles  R.  McLean  Fund,  which  is  restricted,  is  commented  upon  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  For  statistical  purposes  this  Exhibit  is  presented 
in  comparative  form.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 

January  18,  1956. 

It  has  been  a custom  of  many  years  that  the  President,  at  the  end  of 
his  term  of  office,  submit  a report  on  our  progress. 

The  last  three  years  have  been  very  pleasant  for  me.  I have  enjoyed 
working  with  our  fine  staff,  who  really  do  all  the  work  necessary  for  the 
smooth  operation  of  the  Association  and  our  building. 

The  officers  and  Board  of  Government  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  most 
capable  and  sincere  gentlemen  with  whom  I have  ever  worked.  Their 
unselfish  devotion  to  our  interests  and  their  attendance  at  all  our  meetings 
made  my  part  in  our  operation  seem  small. 

Progress  has  been  made;  we  have  more  money  in  our  treasury  than 
we  had  three  years  ago,  true  not  much  more,  but  more  nevertheless.  Our 
building  has  been  kept  up,  painted  and  repaired  so  that  it  is  in  excellent 
condition  for  its  seventy-five  years. 

Our  Building  Manager  has  seen  to  it  that  we  have  had  very  favorable 
press  relations.  The  best  single  item  was  the  two  column  historical  article 
in  the  Boston  Herald  by  Rudolph  Elie  entitled,  “The  Old  Red  Arc,” 
Mechanic’s  Building,  which  has  been  reprinted  and  sent  to  our  members 
and  others. 

Membership  has  not  increased.  However,  the  quality  of  our  member- 
ship has  been  kept  up  to  standards  set  many  years  ago.  The  initiation 
fee  has  been  increased  to  $75,  dues  to  $5  per  year  and  life  membership  to 
$75.  Our  members  get  a great  deal  for  their  money  even  with  this  upward 
revision. 

The  Triennial  Banquet  looked  like  a huge  success  from  the  head 
table;  the  food  and  concert  were  well  received.  Miss  Horn  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated for  her  large  part  in  its  success. 

We  are  still  being  sold  in  the  newspapers  by  ambitious  real  estate  men, 
but  after  many  years  of  talk  with  no  money  to  back  it  up,  we  are  not 
unduly  excited  about  it  all.  Mr.  Laing  has  the  situation  well  in  hand  and 
is  working  for  our  interests  day  and  night.  He  reports  no  progress  in  the 
near  future  that  he  can  see. 

I have  been  invited  and  have  accepted  the  offer  to  have  my  portrait 
painted  and  hung  in  our  office.  It  is  a distinct  honor  to  be  hung  among  such 
distinguished  gentlemen.  I appreciate  it  and  thank  the  Association  for 
the  opportunity. 

Mr.  Laing  has  written  his  yearly  letter  which  I will  now  read  and 
incorporate  into  this  report.

Dear  Mr.  Macaulay: 

At  the  conclusion  of  your  last  year  as  President,  we  would  have  pre- 
ferred showing  a substantial  profit  rather  than  the  figures  appearing  on 
the  Treasurer’s  Report.  However,  certain  conditions  in  the  building 
required  correction  if  we  were  to  continue  business  without  jeopardizing 
our  immediate  future.  The  apparent  collapse  of  the  plan  for  developing 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Yards  made  it  obvious  that  we  would  be  the  City’s 
Exhibition  Hall  whether  we  like  it  or  not.  Therefore,  the  need  for  keeping 
the  building  as  presentable  as  possible  is  quite  important. 

At  the  June  meeting,  on  being  advised  of  certain  physical  deficiencies 
in  the  building,  the  Board  was  unanimous  in  its  approval  for  correcting 
them.  The  report  of  the  Building  Committee  will  list  these  improvements 
which  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  our  year’s  deficit. 

A quick  glance  at  the  Treasurer’s  Report  will  reveal  that  our  loss 
from  operations  is  somewhat  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  our  rentals.  It 
would  therefore  seem  that  by  the  simple  expedient  of  raising  our  rents 
ten  per  cent  any  deficit  could  be  avoided.  This  is  partly  true  but  the  real 
answer  is  much  more  complex  and  I am  sure  will  be  given  plenty  of  thought 
by  the  incoming  Board  of  Government. 

The  real  estate  tax  problem  is  always  with  us  although  without  the 
good  offices  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Assessing  Board,  our  loss  for  the  year 
would  be  more  than  double  its  present  figure.  It  may  be  of  interest  that 
the  City  has  granted  us  nearly  $60,000  in  cash  abatements  in  the  last  five 
years. 

During  the  past  three  years,  we  have  held  our  own  financially  and 
even  showed  a slight  profit.  Our  bookings  at  present  go  into  1961  and 
1956  looks  somewhat  better  than  1955. 

The  willing  and  intelligent  co-operation  of  you  and  your  Board  have 
helped  tremendously  in  our  work.  Miss  Horn,  Mr.  Bond,  and  I express 
our  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  you.
